"Many of the inmates that 


were sterilized, especially 
the 


females haw. been paroled and 
sent,

speaking they are doing well.

and could not be placed out if 
sterilized, but must have insti- 
tutional care.".

N Cleveland the other day a landlady 
complained to the conciliation court 


that one of her roomers had gone to bed 
with his boots on and destroyed the mat- 
tress by smoking Cigarettes in bed. The 
clerk of the court telephoned the roomer 
;:rvl 1hf> next day the landlady, claiming 
SU) for the loss of her mattress, faced 
the roomer, who denied liability. 
The 


judge learned the nature of the trouble, 
went to the telephone and called a furni- 
ture dealer and found that the mattress 
could be replaced for ?2.oO. The land- 
lady was willing to accent the ncwmat- 
tress and the roomer was willing to pay 
the $2.50. The case was disposed of in 
less than five minutes and both parlies

K that case had arisen in .Madison, the 


landlady would have found hur way 


into a.justice court, a sheriff would have 
served a process on tho roomer (Cleve- 
land uses the telephone in place of the 
sheriff), lawyers, witnesses and perhaps 
jurors would have been summoned. The 
defeated party would probably have ap- 
pealed the case to the superior court, 
where a jury that costs the taxpayers j 
over 9100 a clay, might have been asked j 
to determine who was right, and then the j 
case might have been taken to the su- i 
preme court. In the end each of the par- | 
ties would have spent enough to buy a j 
truck load of mattresses, and enough of i 
the taxpayers' money would have been 
devoted to court expenses to supply every j 
bunk in the county jail with a brand new

OR more than 125 years Norway and 
Denmark have settled more than 


eighty per cent of all disputes involving 
smaller amounts before tribunals of con- 
ciliation without the delay and expense 
incident to trials in courts such as we 
have in Wisconsin. Cleveland, Ohio, has 
.had a. conciliation court since 1913, in 
which the entire cost of the proceeding 
to the parties ranges from 45 to 87 cents. 
During the first seven years that that 
court was in existence it disposed of over 
36,000 cases, of which only 2 cases were 
appealed to the courts. In Minneapolis 
only 95 out of 12.846 cases heard before 
the conciliation court were appealed. The 
same results are achieved in the score or 
more larger cities that have courts of 
conciliation. North Dakota has a state- 
wide conciliation law. Iowa has recently 
passed a conciliation law that applies to 
the entire state.

HEN the constitution of .Wisconsin 
was framed it made it the duty of 


f h e legislature to provide for stale-wide 
•tribunals of conciliation. 
For scventy- 


.four years the legislature has failed to 
act. It ought not to let this session go by 
without passing the Sachtjen bill and res- 
olution which opens the way for a careful 
consideration of the question and for the 
ultimate adoption of tribunals of con- 
ciliation that will bring to the settlement 
of controversies, especially those involv- 
ing small amounts, the same business- 
like justice that was applied in the Cleve- 
land mattress case. 


The saving to both the parlies and the 


tax payers that may be made by concilia- 
tion tribunals is shown by the fact that 
even under our present organization of 
courts such men as Judge Hoppmann and 
Judge Stevens with whom Jlr. Sachtjen 
has been cooperating in drafting this 
legislation, frequently adjust fully half 
of the cases on their calendars for trial. 
Th/. is done by calling in the parties and 
their lawyers for a conference of concilia- 
tion before the case is reached for trial. 
Such compromises are much more satis- 
factory to the parties than a trial and 
cost the parties and the pu-blic very much 
less. This work could be much more ef- 
fectively done before the parties have 
gone to the trouble and expense of be- 
ginning a law suit.

[To The Editor]—Over in 


where lawmakers and ttien 
abound, I notice that a distinguished member 
of that body, Mr. Gettleman, has sponsored a 
'bill to abolish the treasury agent department, 
and also to discontinue the inspection of auto- 
mobiles. - 


"Under the circumstances this strikes me as 


rather significant. His brother, Sam Gettelman, 
was connected with the treasury agent depart- 


.iment for eight years or more, six years.of this 


time under Michael Laffey, my predecessor. .The 
following is the amount of money which Mr. 
Gettelman drew from the state treasury as dep- 
uty treasury agent: 


From June, 191D, to June, '1020, one year, 


$4956.31. 


From 
June, 1920, to June, l'J21,.one year, 


$4608.58. 


Under the law deputy treasury agents re- 


ceive 10 percent of all money ACTUALLY col- 
lected by them. When I took charge of tbe of- 
fice, I naturally wanted to check up Mr. Gettel- 
man to ascertain whether in fact he had actual- 
ly collected nearly $50,000 in license fees in one 
year, and requested him to turn iti his receipt 
books. This he would not or did not do, so I 
discontinued his services. 


The law provides this department with an 


appropriation of $6,000 a year for administra- 
tion purposes. 
During the fiscal year ending 


June JiO, ~1'J2'2, the amount of license fees col- 
lected was $66,085. It might be well for the 
legislature to have an investigation of this de- 
partment for the past eight years. 


After the discontinuance of Mr. Gcttclman's 


services I demanded an audit of the records in 
this department by expert accountants. 
Two 


men worked three weeks, and the report is quite 
interesting. 
Several times during the audit,' I 


inquired as to what was found and their answer 
was, "What we can't find is what bothers us." 
Since leaving this department, Mr. Gettelman 
was employed by the secretary of state as auto- 
mobile inspector, and I presume the present 
secretary/ of state, Mr. Zimmerman, had some 
good reasons for laying him off.—('. 13. Callardl
